Courage rural patrons to 
Provide suitable receptacles, 
erected and maintained for 
easy and safe accessibility, 
presenting a neat appear- 
ance, and affording protec- 
tion of the mail. 

Names of box owners 
should beeinscribed on the 
sMe visible to the carrier, 
and boxes and supports 
should be kept painted. Pa- 
froms should group their 
boxes wherever practible, 
and where adequate turnouts 
ean be provided. 

Rural boxes must be loca- 
ted on the right side of the 
road in the direction of travel 
of the carriers in all cases 
where traffic conditions are 
such that it would be danger- 
ous for the carriers to drive 
to the left in order to serve 
the boxes or where their do- 
ing so would constitute a vio- 
lation of state or local traf- 
| fic laws and regulations. 

Approved rural boxes need 
Not be provided on mounted 
routes, but they must be of 
the rural type, located at the 
Jour, and erected so the 
bottom of the box will be 
3% to 4 feet above the road- 
way. 

When two or more boves 


are grouped at one Point, or
